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State Should Help 
The Needy Schools 


The possibility that some Georgia 
counties which are suffering extreme 
hardship in financing their schools may 
get some emergency help from the state 
is indeed welcome news. 

State school officials reported Friday 
following a conference with Gov. Griffin 
that he was sympathetic with their needs. 
Supt. Jim Cherry, whose DeKalb County 
system will run in the red by $600,000 
the rest of this year, also said the gov- 


ernor promised consideration of his 
plight. 
Constitution columnist M. L. St. 


John wrote Sunday that the State De- 
partment of Education apparently is go- 
ing to end this fiscal year with a two 
million dollar surplus. 

He added that some members of the 
state board are considering two uses for 
these extra funds: an across-the-board 
$100-a-year pay raise for teachers; and 
financing the Minimam Foundation Pro- 
gram for Education more adequately, 
especially to hardship cases. ; 

Both proposals are worthy but es- 
pecially should the state give some 
thought to relieving such situations as 
that of DeKalb. That county has more 
than 4,000 students this year for whom 
the state will appropriate no funds. 
Classrooms, teachers, equipment, trans- 
portation and the other costs are all paid 
from local sources. And this has been 
going on year after year. 

DeKalb is not the only county in such 
a dilemma. Fulton County and the City 
of Atlanta have the same sort of prob- 
lems. At least a dozen others are faced 
with growing enrollments out of all pro- 
portion to the remaining counties of the 
state. These are the counties where local 
tax sources are being pushed to the hilt 
to take care of the influx of first-year 
students. No state funds are available for 
them under the present system until next 
year. 

The state should move as rapidly as 
possible into current financing of the 
Minimum Foundation Program. It should 
institute every possible economy so that 
it may do so and so that teachers may 
get their deserved raises. 

Everyone recognizes that growing 
school systems are being penalized un- 
fairly under the present method of dis- 


tributing school funds. It should be 
corrected without any further delay.

As things are, chairmanship of this 
authority is an empty honor. It is hard 
to imagine anyone wanting it except for 
future use as a line to lengthen his 
obituary.

' rendered inedible as a result of a chemi- 
cal reaction from chemicals dumped into 
the river by the plant.”

Algeria and Cyprus Are 


Symptoms of an Illness 


Cyprus is the third largest island in 
the Mediterranean. \It is 60 miles from 
the west coast of Syria and 40 miles south 
of the coast of Turkey. An ancient land, 
it once produced much copper. In fact, 
our word for that metal is derived from 
the Greek name of the island, “Kypros.” 
It became a British possession in 1914 
after having been administered by them 
since 1878. 

Today, with Transjordan lost as an 
effective British base and likely soon to 
be no base at all, Cyprus is a vital bastion 
for both Turkey and Great Britain. And 
since our own interests are as great in 
preventing Russian dominance in the Mid- 
dle East and the Mediterranean, Cyprus 
is important to us. 

Algeria is a French-controlled country 
in Northwest Africa. It is bounded on 
the north by the Mediterranean Sea, on 
the east by Tunisia and Lybia and on 
the northwest by Morocco. South are the 
desert territories. 

Also an ancient land, Algeria, like 
Cyprus, was long under the Turks. The 
French followed the Ottomans. 

Today France itself, including the 
capital city of Paris, is striving to put 
down mob rule. Much of the violence is 
by Algerians who through the years have 
migrated to France and found work, They 
took their religion and their nationalism 
with them. 

Algeria, too, is important to the United 
States. We have but to think back to the 
recent war to know how important 
strategically was all of North Africa. One 
of our diplomatic problems is here neatly 
presented. We of all peoples cannot en- 
dorse a colonial system. Nor can we 
abandon France, an ally. 

The Russians, because of the compli- 
cated cross-purpose position of Britain, 
France and the United States can move 
fluidly and effectively. 

In Cyprus, where a Greek population 
is in the majority over the Turks, Soviet 
propaganda and money support the Greek 
nationalists. In Algeria, where Moslem 
religious fanaticism and Arab nationalism 
join to demand freedom from colonial 
status, the Russians encourage both these 
forces. 

To lose Cyprus, after Transjordan and 
the Suez, would be to see Turkey sur- 
rounded and soon swallowed. To lose 
Algeria to Soviet interests and domina- 
tion, would be to bring the Russians into 
one of the strategic areas equally vital 
to the security of the United States. 

These points all point up the disturb- 
ing poverty of ideas and policy if the 
Eisenhower administration. The State De- 
partment has not had an idea since the 
Truman policy saved Greece and Turkey 
and the Marshall Plan assisted France and 
Italy, and therefore Europe, to escape 
Communist clutches in the immediate 
postwar years. 

The administration pretends all goes 
well. ‘ 

But the embassy of every other na- 
tion in Washington knows all does not 
go well. We could easily delay too long.

Strict Stream Pollution Laws 
Are Serious Need in Georgia 


Stream pollution has been a problem in this and other states for 
a number of years—particularly has it been true since the arrival of 
the age of industrialization. Drought conditions for the last several 
years promise to increase the problem of water in the streams. 

State Game and Fish Commission Director Lovell is laying the 
foundation for more stringent stream-pollution laws in this state. 


He warns that Jow streams and 
pollution are combining to endan- 
ger health in many sections. 

A half-century ago there was lit- 
tle thought given to rivers and 
creeks beyond the fact that they 
contained fish and furnished water 
for various purposes. The major- 
ity of the streams were flowing 
with endless quantities of water. 
As far as the population was con- 
cerned, these streams had been 
flowing constantly for hundreds 
and perhaps thousands of years. 
To the mind, the streams would 
continue to do so. 

But what has happened? 

Growth of population, heavy in- 
dustrialization, terracing and oth- 


er things have combined with pe-. 
riods of drought to change the pic- — 


ture. Streams which once flowed 
many thousands of gallons—even 
millions—of water per day, are 
only a trickle. Some are dry beds, 
others filled with small pot-holes, 

Old-timers report that back in 
the 1880s, Okapilco Creek and the 
Ochlochnee Creek overflowed their 
banks and met each other on what 
is now South Main street. Today 
these streams:.are but a miniature 
of their former status. Hundreds 
of other streams all over Georgia

and neighboring 
shrunk similarly. 

When the drought periods give 
way to heavy rainfalls again, 
streams will come back toward 
normal, It is doubtful, however, if 
streams will regain their full flow 
again in our lifetime, Industriali- 
zation and terracing to hold water 
in the soil will slow the descent 
of water from the fields to the 
creeks and rivers and thence to 
the sea. So will the artificial ponds 
built in low areas. 

Throughout the nation people 
must learn to control pollution and 
utilize to maximum advantage the 
water which does enter the 
streams,

Mr. Eisenhower hasn't ever crit- 
icized Mr. Nixon. Quite the oppo- 
site.

Mr. Eisenhower hasn't indicated 
that he would oppose him if Mr.

Expressing ‘‘the gravest concern 
for the explosive and dangerous 
condition created by this decision 
and inflamed by outside med- 
diers,"’ the declaration set forth 
four main points: 

1. “We reaffirm our reliance on 
the Constitution as the fundamental 
law of the land."’ 

2. “We decry the Supreme 
Court’s encroachments on rights 
reserved to the states and to the 
people, contrary to established law 
and to the Constitution. * 

3.°“‘We commend the motives of 
those states which have declared 
the intention to resist forced in- 
tegration by any lawful means.” 

4. “We appeal to the ‘states and 
people who are not directly af- 
fected by these decisions to con- 
sider the constitutional principles 
involved against the time when 
they too, on issues vital to them, 
may be the victims of judicial 
encroachment.”’ 

Ervin, in a separate statement, 
said he hoped the declaration ‘‘will 
receive earnest consideration by 
reasonable people everywhere and 
will be a lamp of moderation in 
these crucial days.”

2. Hop in the family car some 
bright day and follow the roads 
which the maps will indicate lead 


ito the water’s edge. If you can't 


find the owner of a particular plot 
that interests you, check owner- 
ship records for that land lot at 
the county courthouse. 

3. After you contact an owner 
‘willing to sell, the deal you make 
will be up to you and him.
